the Emperor assenibled from all sides on the route, and mani- 
fested their sentiments with an energy that left wo louger any 
doabt. ‘Tue 5th, General Cambronne, with an advanced guard 
of 40 grenadiers, sejzed the bridge and the fortress of Sisteron.— 
The same day the Emperor slept at Gap, with ten men on horme- 
back and forty grenadiers.—The enthusiasin whieh the presence 
of the Emperor inspired amongst the inhabitants of the Lower 
Alps, the hatred which isey evinced to the Nablesse, sufficiently 
proved what was the general wish of the province of Danphine.— 
At two ig the afternoou of the 6th the Emperor set out from Gap, 
accompanied by the whole population of the town.—At Saint 
Bonnet the inhabitants, scemg the small number of his troop, 
had fears, and proposed to the Emperor to sound the tocsin to 
assemble the villages, and accompany him en masse :—‘ No,” 
suid the Emperor, *¢ your sentiments convince me that | am not 
degeived., They-ara to mea sare guarantee of the sentiments of 
my soldiers. Those whom I shall meet will range themselves ou 
my side, the more there is of them the more my suceess will be 
secured. Remain therefore tranquil at home,”——At Gap were

Thé Emperar being informed of this circumstance, went to the

‘It was we who were the first that 
ventured to claim the privileges of men ; it is Agen here that 
French liberty 3s resuscitated, and that France recovers her 
honour and her independence.” . 

Fatigued as the Emperor was, he wished to. enter Grenoble 
the same evening. Between Vizille and Grenoble, the young 
Adjutant Major of the 7th of the Ime, came to announce that 
Colone] Labedoyere, deeply disgusted with the dishoncur which 
covered France, and actuated by the noblest sentiments, had 
detached himself from. the division of Grenoble, and had come 
with the regiment by a foreed march, to meet the Emperor. 
Half av hour afterwards this brave regiment doubled the force of 
the Imperial troops. At nine o'clock m the evening the Emperor 
made hisentry into the Faubourg de 

The troops had re-entered Grenoble, and the gates of the city 
were shut. ‘Che ramparts which defended the city were covered 
by the 3d regiment of engineers, cengisting of 2000 sappers, all 
ofd soldiers covered’ with honourable wounds; by the fourth of 
ortillery of the line, the same regiment in which, 25 years be- 
fire, the Emperor had been a Captain; by the two other batta- 
lions of the Sth of the line, by the Ith of the tine, and the faith- 
fal hussars of the 4ch.—The National Guard and the whole popu- 
lation of Grenoble were placed im the rear of the garrison, and 
all anade the air ring with shouts of Vive fEmpereur. ‘They 
opened the gates, and at ten at night the Emperor entered 
Grenoble, in the midst of an army and a people animated by the 
most lively enthusiasm. 

‘The next day the Emperor was addressed by the municipality 
and all the departmental auth®rities. The military chiefs and 
the magistrates were unanimous in their sentimeuts. Alb satd 
that Princes imposed by a foreign force were fot legitimate 
Princess and-that they were not bound by any engagement to 
Princes for whom the nation had no wish.—At.two the Emperor 
reviewed the troops, im the midst of the population of the whole 
department, shouting, ‘* 4 bas les Bourbons! a bus les ennemis du 
peuple! wive T Umperew, et un gouvernement de notre choix. The 

reison of Grenoble immediately afterwards: put itself in a

foreigu yoke.” From Grenoble to Lyons the march of the Em- 
petor was nothing but a triumph. The Emperor, fatigued, was 
pane eae at a slow pace, surrounded by a crowd of

Passing in frony 
of the TStt-regitnent-el-dragoens, he said to a brave soldier co- 
vered with scars and decorated with three chevrons, let us march, 
comrode; shout, therefore, Five le Roi! * No, Monsieur,” re- 
plied this brave dragoon, * no soldier will fight agaiust his fa- 
ther. Ican only answer you by crying Five! Enpereur!” The 
Count D’ Artois mounted his carriage and quitted Lyons, escorted 
by a single Gen d’Arme.—At nine o'clock at night the Emperor 
traversed the Guillotiere elmost alone, but surrounded by aa 
immense Roeen 

The following day, the Lith, he reviewed the whole division 
of Lyons, and the brave Gen. Brayer, at their head, put them im 
march to advance upon the capital.—The sentiments which the 
inhabitants of this great city and the peasants of the vicinity, 
during the space of two hours, evinced towards the Emperor, sa 
touched him, that it was impossible for lim to express his feel- 
ings otherwise than by saying, ** People of Lyons, I love you,” 
This was the second time that the acclamations of this city had 
been the presage of new destinies reserved for France. 

On the 13th, at three in the afternoon, the Emperor arrived at 
Villefranche, a little town of 4000 souls, which included at that 
moment more than 60,000. He stopped at the Hotel de Ville. 
A great nuinber of wounded soldicrs were presented to him.— 
He entered Macon at seven o'clock in the evening, always sur- 
rounded by the people of the neighbouring disiricts. He ex- 
pressed his astonishment to the natives of Macon at the slighe 
efforts they made jn the last war to defend theniseives against 
the enemy, and support the honour of Burguady. “ Sire, why 
did you appoint a bad Mayor?” 

At Tournies the Emperor had only praises to bestow upon the 
inhabitants, for their excellent behaviour and patriotism, which 
under the same circumstances have distinguished Tournies, Cha~ 
lons, and St, Jean-de-Lone. At Chalons, which during 40 days 
resisted thedoree of the enemy, aud defeaded the passage of the 
Saone, the Emperor took notice of all the instauces of valour; 
and not being able to visit St. Jean-de-Lone, he sent the deco« 
ration of the Legion of Honour fo the worthy Mayor of that 
city. On-that occasion the Emperor exclaimed, It 16 for you, 
brave people, tliat I have instituted the Legion of Honour, and 
not for emigrants pensioned by our enemigs!” 

‘The Emperor received at Chalons the deputation of the town 
of Dijon, who eame to drive frem among them the Prefect and 
the wicked Mayor. who, during the last campaign, bad disho- 
noured Dijon and its inhabitants. The Emperor removed this 
Mayor and appointed another, “confiding the command of the 
division to the brave General Devaux. 

On the Sth the Emperor slept at Autin, and from Antun he 
went to Avallon, and slept there on the night of the 16th. He 
found upon this road the same sentimguts as among the moun= 
tains of Dauphiny. He re-established im their olfice all the 
functionartes ‘who had been deprived for having united to defend 
their country against foreigners. The inhabitants of Chitfey had 
been peculiarly the object of persecution by an upstart sub-pre- 
fect at Semur, for having taking up arms against the enemies of 
ourcountry. ‘The Emperor gave orders tow brigadier of Gene 
darmerie to arrest this sub-prefect, aud to conduct him to the 

rison of Avatlon. 

On the 17th, the Emperor breakfastedat Vermanton, ond went 
to Auxerre, where the Prelect remained faithful to his posts 
The noble J4th had trampled under foot the white eockade. The 
Emperor, likewise heard that the 6th regiment af lancers had 
likewise mounted the iri-coloured cockade, and was gone to 
Montereau to protect that point ageinst a detechinent of the 
body guard whe wished to pess it. The young men of this body 
foard, upaccustomed to the effects of Jaucers, took flight on the 
first eppeatance of this corps, which made two prisoners.—At 
Auxerre, Count Bertrand, Major-General, gave orders to collees 
all the boats to eatbark the army, which was already four divie 
sions strong, and to convey them the same night to bomuird, so 
that they would be able to arriveat one o'clock in the morning 
at Fontainbleau.—Before be left Auxetre the npeier Was res 
joined by the Prince of Mosk«we. ) Chis Marshal bed mounted the 


tri-colourge corkade. ame the troops wader bin pamenqnd. 
he pero rash , et bleau on the 20th, at ferr o'clock 
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éence of a foreigner had cast upon the capital: thas is verified 
that rt of the address of the Emperor to his soldiers, that

In 1§ days the fine battalion of the Guard has freed the space 
between the Gulf of Juan‘and Paris, a distance which, in ordi- 
nary times, would haye required 45 days for its accomplishment. 

Arriving at the gates of Paris, the Emperor belield approach- 
ing to meet him the whole atmy, under the orders of the Duke 
de Berri; ofieers, scldiers, geriezals, light infantry, infantry of 
the line, lanters, dragoons, cnirassiers, al) came infront of their 
Genctal, whom the choice of the people and the vows of ‘the army 
had raised to the empiré, and the tri-ccloured cockade was

On the 2lst, at one o'clock in the afternoon, the Emperor held 
a review of all tlre troops that composed the army of Paris." The 
whole capital witnessed the sentiments of epthusiasm and attach- 
ment thet arianated these brave soldiers. All had re-conqtered 
their country—all bad escaped from oppression!—all fpund in 
the national colours’the-remembrance of every generous sent. 
inent that has always distinguixhed the Fronch nation! After 
the}wperor bad passed throngs the rankx, all the troops were 
ranged in square battaliéns,—* Soldiers,” said the Emperor, 
** [ arrived in France with 600 men, because I calculated upon 
the love of the people, and 64 the semembrence of the veteran 
soldiers. Iwas not deceived io my-expectation.—Soldiers! I 
than you. Glory like that which we are ahout to agquire is 
every thivg to the people, and to you! My glory is, that I have 
known and valued you!—Soldiers, thie Throne of tha Bourbons 
was illectifmate, because it was built by the hands‘of strangers, 
because it Was proscribed by the vow of the ‘nation declared in 
a\l our national assemblies; because, in short, iv offered a gua- 
tantee only to the intercsts of a few men wlidse arogant preten- 
sions wete.opposed to our rights.—Soldiers, the Imperial ‘Throne 
can only secure the rights of the people, ad abgve: all, the first 
of our mterests—our glory.—toldicrs, we are now to march to 
buat, frera-car territory these Princes, auxiliaries tg strangers ;

“ Mowstewr te Preret,—You have been inforined by a letter 
of thé Minister Secretary of State of the 2hst of this month, that 
the Emperor has returned to his Capital, and that you are to re- 
ceive instrnctions from the Mjnister of the Interior, to be nomi- 
nated by his Majesty.—The Emperor has done me the honour 
to make cheice of me, and I congratulate myself on the relations 
which it will give me with you: I am certain that they will be 
very agreeable to me, because your zeal, your devotion, and 
four ciforts will be indefatigable to answer im a worthy 1 anne 
the confidence of his Majesty.—The Emperor, surrounded by the 
army and the people, has traversed his dominions in the midst 
of the most agreeable emotions: his march every where pre- 
sented the aspect of a triumphal pomp; and this pomp, the 
expence of which was borne by etfthusiasm alone, has bot cost a 
tear to one of his subjects, whom he every where called his 
children, who saw in him a father, altogether cecupied with 
their happiness and national glory. What confidence, what 
security, ought such a return to inspire m those ouuder your 
administration.—Feeble Princes! imposed on us by strangers, 
become themselves strangers to oyr laws and our manuers, have 
attempted duriig an interregnum df cleven months to bring us 
back to feudal times; they ill-disguised their views under the 
mask of some liberal ideas, which were on y in their mouths; 
but whet they could not disguise was, the handful of men 
attached to their cause, a fearful minority, which has exposed 
them to view almost alone, flymg froin a country, which a second 
time expels them from her bosom.—Already the official papers, 
printed in the Moniteur; have made you ucqvainted with | the 
magnanimous intentiohs of our légitimate Sovereign!—Do not 
lose a moment in diffusing them among the people under you; 
by publishing them and posting them up. Recal to their posts 
the municipal functioparies, who have been removed -from them 
en account of their political opmions, ef their quality, of puré 
chasers of the national domains, &c.—Wherever the good of the 
service and ofthe Emperor, which can no longer be separated, 
shall appear to you to render this measure suitable or- necessary; 
you will make sida vovel: er provisional nominations; of which 
vou will not fail to inform me in twepty-four hours. You will 
join to that letter a hommative table, accompanied with notes; 
proper for fixing my opinion, whenever presentations are to be 
made -to his’ Majesty for definitive nomidations; when func-

to their posts, you will merely send me the buat: referring to 


the notes already in my bareaux,—Be properly penetrated, Sir; 
with the intentions winch the Emperor had expressed for the 
happiness of the peopleq' and let us unite our effortg to render a 
Prince oherished who has been restored to,us by Providente, and 
who secares to us and our childrenthe equality of civil rights, 
the enjoyment of all property, and that which is not less pre-

Weare informed from Ftorence, that Madame, the mother 
of the Emperor, and the Princess, is Majesty's sister, who 
were left at Porto Ferrajo, have landed at. a EE tat dk 
The English (it is said in the Juurhaf 45 
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The Duke de Belliine marched en Paris with the troops 
of the Second Miktary Division: when the regiments 
.arned that. the Emperor approached the camital, they suc- 
coaaively adonted the national colours. ihe Duke ae 
Rellune withdrew, and the Whole division continued its 
ch re-united under its ancient colours. 'The Duke 
d’Albufera and General Gerard dud not Wait the news of 
progress of the Emperor's march, and all the troops 
have united, to the great joy of the whole of the wnhabi- 
tants of Alsace. Thus the nattoual standard waves in 
this province, as in Burgundy and Franche Comte.—f 
ronant-Greneral Pajol had planted at Orleans the tri-co- 
loured cockade, when Marshal Saint Cyr arriving in that 
town, ordered him to be put under arrest. The troops 
having unanimously declared that they would march to- 
wards thei Emperor, and that-they participated in the 
general feeling of the army, the Marshal ordered the gates 
to be shat. ‘The brave cutrassiers of the Ist regiment 
burst them open, and Marshal St. Cyr disappeared. The 
town of Rouen and the whole of Normandy, by an una- 
nimous movement, have hoisted the national colours.— 
Britanny, aud especially the town of Rennes, have dis- 
played the greatest enthusiasm. It appears, according to 
the jast couriers arrived from Marseilles, that the white 
cockade was still hetsted in that city. ‘There were formed 
there to march against the Emperor enrolmen’s to the 
amount of nearly 1,500 men. The Marshal Prince 
D’Essling endeavoured t keep down the public nfind;

Yora,—Tne Kine v. Spocks,—'This was an indictment against 
Michael Stocks, Exq. a magistrate of the West Riding, for wilful 
perjury. ‘This trial lasted three days,—The Jury acquitted Mr, 
Stocks, 

Triat or Josep Buackpurn.—Mr. Rrenmarpson stated the 
facts, from which it appeared that the prisoner was an Attorney 
at Leeds, and had beca employed to make a mortgage deed for 
a Friendly Society, which he wrote on a forged stamp. Versong 
employed in the Stamp-Office in London proved that the stamp 
was forged; aud two engravers at Leeds prose that they had 
been employed by Mr. Blackburn to make dies for stamping. On 
comparing the impressions on the deed, particularly words 
‘* two pounds,” itappeared chat they had been made by the dics 
furnishsd ‘to the prisoner.—This trial excited great interest. 
Upwards of twenty witnesses were called to the prisoner's 
character, who stated that they had known him a very consider- 
able time, and that they always considered him as a mau of the 
greatest honour in his profession, and of the strictest integrity.— 
After a charge from the Judge, the Jury fetited for about an 

hour, and on their return. pronounced the fatal verdigt of 
Guilt pebwentiig then passed sentence of death upon hin 
aad ten other capital convicts.—Mr. Blackbura appeared almost 
cofivulsed with agony, and his dejected and altered appearance 
excited the most painful feglings in all who witnessed this awful

Instead of acquiring new and varied resources by 
lending his imagination to the inflmite combinations of 
which music is susceptible, and by fairly entermg into his 
subject, al! his ideas of excellence are taken from and con- 
fined to the sound of his own voice. It is on this account 
that we listen to Mr. Baanam’s singing with less pleasure 
than we formerly did. Itis not assuredly that Mr. Branax 
has fallen off in his singing; on the contrary, he has 
improved and perfected his particuldr talent, but we con- 
Stantly know what we have to expect, or rather to ap- 

rehend, for this anticipation at last amounts to appre- 
canes we perceive a limit, and this perception is al- 
ways painful, where it seems to arise from any. thing 
wilful or systematic. ‘Those who first hear Mr. Brauax 
ure struck with a noble simplicity and fervour in his 
manner of expressing certain emotions, in the eagerness 
with which he seems to fling himself mto_his subject, 
disdainite the rules of art, like the combatant who 
tushes without his armour: to the battle: the sounds he 
utters appear to rend his own bosom, or at other 
iimes linger in fluttering accents on his lips, The com-. 
intnication between the voice and the fvelings is imme- 
diate, instantaneous, irresistible; and the language of 
inusic seems the langtiage of nature and passion, But when 
the sound becomes not only.an echo to the sense, but to 
itself{—when the same alternation of bursts of heroic pas- 
Sion and thrillings of sentimental tenderness is constantly 
played off upon us—when there is nothing but this trite 
transition from the con furio, con sfrepito, to the affeituoso 
und atlagio style, in their greatest extremes—we then 
begin to perceive something like a trick, and are little 
more affected than by reading the marginal directions 
in a music book. The inspiration of geniis is fled; 
that which before breathed the very soul of music becomes 
hittle better than a puppet, and like-all other. puppets, is 
tood on); according to its compass and the gumber of evo- 
ations it performs, We have here spoken of directness and 
simplicity of style, is Mr. Brattam’s forte in singing ; for 
thongh we agree that he has too much ornament, % very 
little is too much) yet we can by no means allow that this 
can be made a general objection to bis style, for he has 
touch less than other sin fers. —Of Mr. Patties we would 
not wish to speak; but as he puts himself forward and is 
put forward by others, we must say something. He is 
said to be au imitator of Mr. Brattan; if so, the imitation 
isa vile one. ‘I'his gentleman has one qualification, which 
has been said to be the great secret of esos others, that 
he is evidently pleased with hunecié. But he does not pro- 
Gace a corresponding effect Upon us! we have not one 
wrticle of sympathy with his wonderful self-complacency. 

Ve should wish never to hear him sing again ; or if be 
must sing, atleast, We'should hope nevor to see him act: 
ft hin not top his part—why should he sigh aud og and 
languish and display all his accomplishments,—be should 
spare the side-boxes !-—Mrs. Ditckons never appeared to 
ns any thing but ah Ordinary musical instrument, and at 
present, she is vety much oat of tane. We do not well 
underatand what has béen said of this piece having cailed 
forth all the musical strength of the house: except BraHnas’s, 
there was not a single song sing $o as net to give 
pain, even to a modcratcly cultivated ear. In this cen- 
sure, we do not (of course) include Miss KRLAY¥ ; m seo- 
ing her, we never think of her singing, Coutic parts 
of thts Opera (if such they can be ca were sustained 
by Miss Keney, Me.

If she carries her shyness .of the 
audience and ef her professiow to a fault, not so Mr. 
Muxpes. He outearicatures caricature, and outer. 
maces himself. We have seen him twice lately in the same 
character “of a drunken confidant, and were both times 
heartily tired. He is not only perfectly conscious what he 
is about, but has a thorough understanding with the au- 
dience all along. He makes his face up into a bad joke, 
and flings it right in the teeth of the spectators... The ex- 
sression of the inasks hanging out at the shop-windows, is 
ba extravagant and distorted. ‘There is no one on the 
stage who can, or at least who does, draw up his eye- 
brows, roll his eyes, thrust out his tongue, or drop his under 
jaw, in so astonishing a manner as Mr.Munpan ; and if 
acting consisted in making wry faces, be would be the 
greatest actor on the stage, instead of which he is, on these 
occasions, only a bad clown. His over-desire to produce 
effect, destroys all effect on our minds.—Mr. Kyicut 
played the servant very well; but in general there is too 
much an appearance in his acting as it he was moved by 
wires. His feeling always flies to the extremities * his vi- 
vacity is in his feet and finger-ends. He is a very lively 
automaton,

ATTEMPT To sTEAL THE Crown.—A most dating attempt 1.
